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Prolific burglars 

put behind bars

TWO men responsible for a 
string of burglaries and thefts in 
Haverhill are finally behind bars 
And the woman responsible for 
helping to catch them will receive a 
reward. 

Judge John Holt recommended that £500 
be paid to a woman who tried, unsucc¬ 
essfully, to detain Lee Holiand, 27, when she 
caught him breaking into her garage, but 
managed to hold another man until police 
arrived. 

The woman heard noises in her garden in 
Primrose Hill and looked out to see Holland 
and another man entering her garage. She 
confronted them and, despite being unable 
to stop Holland as he ran from the scene, 
she caught the second man. 

In another incident, Holland and Liam 
Panayis, 27, were caught red-handed 
breaking into a house and evaded police by 
climbing onto the roof. 

They eventually came down from the 
property, also in Primrose Hill, after a police 
helicopter and firefighters were called to the 
scene, Ipswich Crown Court heard. After¬ 
wards police found a Blackberry device, 
which had been stolen by the pair, 
abandoned on the roof. 

Holland, of Wellington Terrace, and 
Panayis, of Shire Court, appeared at Ipswich 
Crown Court for to be sentencing last 
Thursday.

Centre reaches 
out to give help

HELft advice and even food 
is on offer to people in finan¬ 
cial straits at a new resource 
centre which has opened in 
Haverhill. 

The Reach Resource Centre in 
Gloucester Road on the Clements 
estate was officially opened on 
Tuesday and will provide a drop-in 
facility for those with debt and other 
problems, as well as being an 
additional distribution point for 
Haverhill Food Bank. 

The centre has been established 
by the River of Life Community 
Church. 

Cllr Anne Gower, who opened the 
centre, said: “Reach has come at the 
right time and in the right place. We 
are in times of great change in this 
town - we have seen lots of invest¬ 
ment but we have also seen the loss 
of jobs, the loss of our middle 
schools and uncertainty about 
personal and business finances. 

“Reach will provide advice and 
practical help to those who are 
facing troubled times and will also 
give an opportunity for people to 
volunteer to help. We have a 
brilliant voluntary sector in this 


town, who do amazing work often 
without any recognition or 
adequate funding and Reach today 
takes its rightful place with those 
groups, serving the people of 
Haverhill and beyond.” 

Henry Wilson, the Reach Centre 
manager, said £10,000 in funding 
had been provided by the Haverhill 
Partnership, £1,000 by Haverhill 
Town Council and £3,700 in a three- 
year rent-free period from St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council. 
The remaining sum to make up the 
initial budget of £22,000 had come 
from the River of Life Church, but 
funds would have to be found to 
keep the centre going. It will be 
open for three hours a day initially, 


on Monday, Wednesday and Friday 
mornings and Tuesday and 
Thursday afternoons. 

Mr Wilson said: “The support we 
have received has been fantastic, 
not just from the local authorities, 
but from the public too. Having the 
centre will mean we can offer ever 
greater support to our clients and 
house all our community projects 
under one roof. It is our intention to 
continue developing other com¬ 
munity support and projects aimed 
at reducing the effects of poverty 
and the promotion of well being 
with other agencies connected with 
Haverhill.”

Holland was sentenced 
to four years in prison, 
less the 146 days he has 
spent on remand, while 
Panayis received two 
years and six months. He 
will serve an extra seven 
days for failing to answer 
bail. 

The court heard that in 
September 2008, Holland 
had gone to the home of 
his then girlfriend’s par¬ 
ents in Marlborough 
Court, where he demand- 
ed money and head 
butted the girl’s father. 

Richard Potts, pros¬ 
ecuting, said just weeks 
later Holland had been 
involved in an incident at 
a flat in Leather Lane, 
where he walked out with 
an Xbox console. 

Holland’s offending 
continued with a break- 
in at a house in Falkland 
Road, where cash, for¬ 
eign currency and two 
passports were stolen. In 
February last year he was 
involved in breaking into 
a van in St Botolphs Way. 

In October last year, 
Panayis broke into a 
terraced house in Chain- 
ey Pieces where he stole 
jewellery valued at 
£1,200. He was also 
involved in burgling a 
house in Primrose Hill 


where jewellery worth 
£15,000 was taken. Pan¬ 
ayis had sold two items, a 
gold bangle and a gold 
bracelet, to a jeweller in 
High Street, for £200. 
When police raided Pan¬ 
ayis’ home they found 
him attempting to flush 
items of jewellery from 
the burglary down the 
toilet. 

Panayis also asked the 
court to take into consid¬ 
eration four offences of 
burglary and five of theft. 
The court heard that 
Holland had made 24 
previous court appear¬ 
ances for 54 separate 
offences, while Panayis 
had appeared 15 times 
for 52 offences. 

Matthew Gowen, said 
that Holland had lost 
contact with his young 
children and this had had 
a profound effect on him. 

Holland was a lapsed 
drug addict and was 
using heroin at the time 
of the offences and was 
unable to remember 
anything about some of 
the offences. 

lude Durr, for Panayis, 
said he had shown gen¬ 
uine remorse and regret 
for what he had done and 
accepted that he must 
now begin to rebuild his 
life.

Their victim was punched in the 
face before falling to the ground, 
when his head was stamped on. 

fody Murphy, 25, of Withersfield 
Road, Haverhill, and Mariusz Skon- 
ieczny, 21, of Bath Court, Haverhill, 
admitted assault causing actual 
bodily harm. 

The attack took place in the 
town’s Queen Street after an alter¬ 
cation in a food shop. 

Prosecutor Mohammed Islam 
said the man heard a customer 
shouting at a member of staff in 
Polish and, being half Polish and 
understanding what was being said, 
made a comment which he immed¬ 
iately accepted was “out of order”. 

The man apologised and left the 
shop as Murphy said to him: “I 
think you should go mate.”

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The man was then punched in 
the face by Murphy, causing him to 
fall to the ground. Skonieczny 
joined in the assault by stamping on 
his head. The man suffered grazing 
and swelling to his forehead and eye 
after the incident last September. 

Police who were nearby and 
witnessed part of the incident 
arrested Murphy and Skonieczny. 

When interviewed, Murphy said 
he had been drinking while Skon¬ 
ieczny made no comment. 

Matthew Gowen, mitigating, said 
Murphy believed the victim had 
been following him and that some¬ 
thing was going to happen. 

Murphy was a family man who 
had lost his job and found it difficult 
to cope, he said. He had no previous 
convictions for violence, but need¬ 


ed help with his alcohol problem. At 
the time of the incident he had been 
drinking up to 24 cans of lager a day, 
said Mr Gowen. 

Appearing for Skonieczny, Rich¬ 
ard Potts said he was a hardworking 
man with no previous convictions 
who had been in the UK for two 
years. 

Alcohol had played a part in the 
incident and Skonieczny was 
remorseful, said Mr Potts. It was 
fortunate the injuries were not as 
serious as they might have been. 

Mr Recorder Francis Evans told 
the pair: “It was a disgraceful 
incident.” 

Murphy and Skonieczny were 
ordered to complete 200 hours of 
unpaid community work in the next 
18 months. Murphy must remain 
under Probation Service super¬ 
vision for the same period and take 
part in an alcohol treatment 
programme.

Police to act over 
parking by parents 


POLICE are to step up pat¬ 
rols outside a primary school 
after complaints of danger¬ 
ous parking by parents. 

A resident of Shetland Road, close 
to Coupals Primary School in 
Haverhill, who asked not to be 
named, said he had reported his 
concerns to police because he felt 
that children’s lives were being put 
in danger. 

He said: “The parking is ridic¬ 
ulous, they park on the humps and 
on the roundabout. I could under¬ 
stand it if they were coming from 
miles away, but some of them are 
only driving from Shetland Road. 

“I have raised it with the police 
and they say that School Lane is 
their priority at present, but they 
will try to look at it here. I am just

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asking them to park sensibly, even 
park round the corner and walk 
with the children. What worries me 
is if a child sees a friend, they could 
just run across in front of a car and 
you would not see them because of 
the way people are parking.” 

Charles Hardingham, head 
teacher at Coupals, said there was 
an on-going problem with a min¬ 
ority of parents parking irrespon¬ 
sibly. 

He said: “I am concerned about 
the continual abuse of parking 
regulations and fear for children 
and adults’ safety. It is sheer 
laziness. They park on the humps, 
on the zig-zag lines and in the bus 
stop. They open their car doors into 


the road and undermine everything 
we are trying to teach their children 
in school. 

“With the governors support we 
went to huge lengths to get a cross¬ 
ing adjacent to the school and 
many parents completely ignore it 
and cross in other places. I would 
welcome enforcement by the 
police.” 

A spokesman for Suffolk police 
said: “The Haverhill Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood Team has received a 
complaint about illegal parking 
outside the school. Officers will be 
carrying out additional patrols in 
this area at times when children are 
brought to school and collected 
after class, to speak to drivers and 
give advice on safety and parking. 
This issue will also be raised at the 
next SNT tasking meeting.”

Revival plan for 
old factory site 


PLANS to breathe new 
life into a former fact¬ 
ory site and create 
hundreds of new jobs 
have been submitted to 
planners. 

Cambridge-based HPG 
(Developments) Ltd has 
submitted a planning applic¬ 
ation to St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council for Hamlet 
Green - a mixed-use regen¬ 
eration scheme - on the for¬ 
mer Project Office Furniture 
site on Ehringshausen Way. 

The company says it has 
received positive feedback 
from its public consultation 
on development of the vacant 
site which has remained un¬ 
used since the former Project 
Office Furniture factory 
closed and the buildings were 
demolished. 

It is believed the plan could 
help the town centre eco- 
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nomy by encouraging people 
to shop local, rather than 
driving to such centres as 
Cambridge or Bury St 
Edmunds. 

It proposes a new employ¬ 
ment and retail development, 
including new warehousing 
and business start-up units to 
the rear of the site and a new 
builder’s merchant, a family 
restaurant and four retail 
warehousing units for bulky 
goods towards the front of the 
site. 

William Jewson, develop¬ 
ment director at HPG 
(Developments) Ltd, said: 
“The response to Hamlet 
Green from local residents, 
business people and others 
has been overwhelmingly 
positive. Of course, as with 


any development proposal, 
there are isolated concerns. 
However, we are working 
hard to address them. 

“For example, we’re now 
proposing tilted lighting that 
will shine light away from 
adjacent properties and 
towards the development on 
site, a direct result of comm¬ 
ents raised. 

“Many local people have 
told us that they welcome the 
plans to regenerate this 
derelict site with the uses we 
propose. In particular, people 
have told us that Haverhill’s 
out-of-town retail offer could 
be improved. 

“The four units proposed 
for bulky goods retailers 
would certainly improve this 
offer by complementing the 
town centre and encouraging 
more people to do this sort of 
shopping locally rather than 
travelling elsewhere to, for 


example, Cambridge. 

“By encouraging this, we 
are increasing the chances 
that people will make use of 
the other shops and services 
in the town centre, which will 
only strengthen Haverhill. 

“Also, we are very en¬ 
couraged by the interest in 
the employment space and in 
particular the interest shown 
in the proposed business 
start-up units.” 

During the public consul¬ 
tation, residents were able to 
give their feedback on the 
plans via email, telephone or 
by attending the public 
exhibitions held at the Tesco 
store and Arts Centre in 
Haverhill. 

Members of the develop¬ 
ment team also visited local 
homes and businesses 
individually to explain the 
plans in greater detail.

False claims 
are hurtful 


sir, I was both hurt and angered at 
the contents of your article regarding 
the Shopmobility price rise (Anger 
over hike in scooter fees - Weekly 
News, April 29) 

Hurt because somebody that I 
trusted was prepared to misinform 
the citizens of Haverhill and angered 
by the statements he made about the 
Haverhill Association of Voluntary 
Organisations (HAVO). 

Mr Rivers stated that HAVO is paid 
£4,500 per year to oversee the 
running of the Shopmobility scheme. 
This is just not true so let me once 
again explain HAVO’s involvement in 
that scheme. 

A few years ago there was quite a 
campaign to get our High Street 
properly closed off. HAVO’s officers 
decided that, to be fair to those with 
physical disabilities, we should try to 
get a Shopmobility scheme operating 
within Haverhill. 

Two officers, Ann Thomas and 
Michael Simpkin, travelled to Bury St 
Edmunds, Cambridge, and 
Huntingdon to see their schemes in 
operation and to find out the pitfalls 
so that we did not make too many 
mistakes here in Haverhill. 

Michael then organised an initial 
meeting with the town and borough 
councils and managed to get a lady 
who manages the scheme in 
Cambridge to all meet up at the 
borough offices to discuss the 
possibility of setting up a scheme in 
Haverhill. 

At that meeting it was finally agreed 
that yes, a scheme will be funded by 
the borough council and will operate 
from the borough offices. I then 
suggested that within the offices were 
Three Counties Transport (3CT), 
which is dealing with some disabled 
people every day, and that should be 
the group to ask to operate this 
scheme. Next door to 3CT is the 
volunteer centre, which will be 
needed for recruiting and registering 
volunteers. This was agreed. 

HAVO agreed to be the last back-up if 
the other two organisations were not 
around to deal with customers and 
the scheme, once funded, began to 
operate. 

HAVO has never been paid any 
money specifically to do anything for 
Shopmobility, other then one service 
agreement we managed to get from 
the borough where one of the duties 
was for HAVO to oversee the scheme’s 
operation. 

That agreement was to replace the 
agreed additional core funding HAVO 
lost by having to move into the 
borough offices in Lower Downs 


Slade. HAVO lost money due to the 
fact that in our old premises, we were 
able to sub-let one of our offices to 
Haverhill Advisory Mentoring Service, 
whereas within the borough offices 
we were told that it was forbidden for 
us to sub-let. 

That service agreement came to 
£4,000, so where Mr Rivers gets a 
figure of £4,5001 know not. 

Your newspaper has kindly 
highlighted the plight of HAVO this 
past year in trying to secure enough 
funding to continue operating. For Mr 
Rivers to now make this statement 
falsely claiming that HAVO are paid 
£4,500 makes us look like liars and 
that, sir, we are not. 

We would appreciate an apology from 
Mr Rivers. All HAVO has ever done, 
and still wish to do, is to help support 
the voluntary and community sector 
organisations in and around our fine 
town and this constant attack by 
people is becoming annoying, to say 
the least.

Police warning for 
rave party planners 


POLICE are urging members 
of the public and landowners 
to report any suspicious act¬ 
ivity this summer, as they 
battle to crack down on illegal 
raves. 

Warnings are also being 
issued to anyone organising 
an illegal rave that any sound 
equipment found will be 
seized. 

Police say residents can 
play a key role in preventing 
raves. By reporting any susp¬ 
icious activity - such as tres¬ 
passers taking an interest in 
what could be a potential 
rave site, or invasions onto 
land by people with vans 
suitable for transporting 
sound equipment - they can 
help stop an event taking 
place. 

Officers are also urging 
landowners to remain vigilant 
and report any activity which 
leads them to suspect a rave 
is being organised on their 
land. 

Extra care should be taken 


to ensure that property ent¬ 
rances are secured. 

Suffolk and Norfolk con¬ 
stabularies are working to¬ 
gether to prevent, detect and 
disrupt illegal raves in both 
counties. 

Superintendent lohn Ever¬ 
ett said: “I want to warn 
anyone who is considering 
organising a rave, that they 
will face prosecution for 
holding such an event. We 
have successfully prosecuted 
people who have organised 
raves in Suffolk in the past. 
We will also seek to prosecute 
anyone attending a rave who 
commits other offences, such 
as damage. 

“And for those who are 
hoping to attend an illegal 
rave, I would urge them to be 
mindful that these events, by 
their very nature, are not well 
organised and are often 
linked to drug associated 
criminality.”

SOME of the latest 
blockbuster Hollywood 
films in mind-blowing 
3D have hit the big 
screen during a week- 
long festival to launch 
the arrival of new pro¬ 
jection equipment. 

Cinema-goers have been 
filling the theatres at Haverhill 
Cineworld to celebrate the 
arrival of 3D-enabled digital 
projectors in its two largest 
screens. Three of the biggest 
3D releases so far this year, 
Alice in Wonderland, How to 
Train your Dragon and Clash of 
the Titans, are among the films 
which run until tomorrow 

Technicians Andrew Lamp¬ 
ard and Bill Ives have moved 
out the huge reels of 35mm 
films and replaced them with 
the latest 3D and digital equip¬ 
ment, which can show 144 
frames a second compared to 
24 frames on the old system. 

The equipment has no mov¬ 


ing parts and films never needs 
to be rewound. 

Mr Ives said: “Cineworld are 
really going for it. I am sure it is 
an asset for Haverhill, I don’t 
know of many towns this size 
that have a five-screen cinema 
with all the latest technology.” 

Mr Lampard said the new 
projection equipment alone 
cost £50,000, with new silver 


screens also added to enhance 
3D viewing. 

He said: “I started working 
part-time in a cinema while I 
was at university and I just 
loved it. It is really good now 
that we have the most up-to- 
date equipment to use.” 

Paul Willden, Cineworld 
manager, said: “Our statistics 
show that on average last year, 


everyone came to our cinema 
six times, compared to the 
national average of four times, 
and I don’t think I can ask for 
any more than that. 

“That was without 3D and 
we hope that now we can 
increase visits even more.”

Grand street gates 
get the green light

GATES designed by 
students from a 
Haverhill school - 
shaped as lime 
leaves forming a 
crown - will be 
installed at either 
end of a pedestrian¬ 
ised street at a cost 
of £37,000. 

Members of the Hav¬ 
erhill Area Working Party 
provided an update on 
the project for St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough 
Council’s cabinet last 
week, when councillors 
approved the designs 
and the budget - which 
is £7,000 over the orig¬ 
inal estimate - putting 
in the gates and pro¬ 
viding public art in 
Queen Street. 

Councillors were told 
that students from Cast¬ 
le Manor Business and 
Enterprise College and 
Samuel Ward Arts and 
Technology College had 
been working on designs 
since January last year. 

Local firm Metcraft 
reduced costs in its est¬ 
imate to create the gates 
by suggesting stainless 
steel and aluminium be 


used instead of cast 
metal. 

The gates will replace 
the barriers currently 
used to bar traffic from 
entering Queen Street 
between 10am to 4pm 
each day. The largest 
one at the Lower Downs 
Slade end of the street 
will have lights attached 
to it. 

A launch party to off¬ 
icially open the new 
gates is set to be held on 
July 16. 

Borough councillor 


Karen Richardson chair¬ 
ed the Public Art for the 
Town Centre group 
(PATCH), which worked 
with the students on the 
project. Its report to the 
cabinet said: “Members 
of PATCH have been 
most impressed by the 
hard work, creativity and 
commitment of the 
schools. 

“The gates have cost 
more and taken longer 
than was originally en¬ 
visaged, but this has 
been partly because the 


group wanted to ensure 
that the schools were 
fully involved at all 
stages and were satisfied 
with any changes in 
design, therefore the 
project had to be fitted 
in with the schools’ 
timetables. 

“The group is con¬ 
fident that the finished 
gates will both reflect 
accurately the work of 
the schools and be 
something of which the 
Haverhill community 
can be very proud.”

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Mel reclaimed her life after 
a 10-year battle with ME 



r HO look at Mel 
Abbott today, 
bursting with 
energy and living life 
to the full, it's hard to 
believe that just a 
few years ago she 
barely had the 
energy to get out of 
bed. 


Originally from 
Auckland, New Zealand, 
the 32-year-old developed 
ME after falling from her 
horse when she was 18. 


“For the first three 
months after the fall, I 
had no short-term 
memory/’ explains Mel, 
who now lives in 
Hardwick. “After six 
months my head injury 
had cleared up and my 
memory came back, but 
the fatigue just got so 
much worse.” 


Diagnosed with ME, 
Mel’s life changed 
dramatically as the illness, 
which affects 250,000 
people in the UK (25,000 
of them children under 
16), took hold. 

Recognised as a 
neurological illness by the 
World Health 
Organisation, ME 
(Myalgic 

Encephalopathy) is also 
known as Chronic Fatigue 
Syndrome, and can affect 
people of all ages.

The symptoms vary 
from person to person 
and can be life-changing: 
debilitating fatigue, 
painful muscles and 
joints, reduced muscle 
tone, disordered sleep, 
gastric disturbances, poor 
memory and low 
concentration. In most 
cases the illness is linked 
to a viral infection such as 
glandular fever, but other 
factors such as an 
operation - or, as in Mel’s 
case, an accident - can 
trigger the illness. 

“I went from being the 
super-motivated young 
teen who did well in 
school, went to uni and 
had a great social life to 
lying on the sofa all day; I 
was completely cut off 
from life,” says Mel. 

In total, Mel suffered 
from the condition - 
which, at its worst, left her 
housebound - for a little 
over 10 years 

“There were patches, 
probably of about a four- 
year period, when I hardly 
did anything at all,” says 
Mel. “It was absolute hell; 
ME was like having jet lag, 
a hangover and flu all the 
time. I had horrendous 
pain in my body, it ached 
so much, and my limbs 
felt so heavy that even 


lifting a cup of tea was 
hard work. 

“To walk up the stairs I 
had to drag myself up by 
the hand-rail because my 
legs weren’t strong 
enough. When I wanted 
to sit down, I would start 
to lower myself down and 
then my muscles just 
couldn’t hold my weight 
and I’d flop down 
instantly.” 

When her ME was at its 
worst, a typical day for 
Mel would be to get up at 
9am, lie in bed for an 
hour or so, take a shower 
and have breakfast, which 
would take her to 1 lam. 
She would then lie on the 
couch and listen to a 
talking book - she didn’t 
even have the energy to 
read. 

Mel adds: “My mum 
gave me so much 
support. Sometimes she 
would drive me to the 
beach - it was only a five- 
minute walk but I couldn’t 
have imagined making 
that short journey. Then 
I’d go home, eat lunch 
and go back to bed until 
6pm. Then I would get up 
and have my dinner, 
watch TV and be back in 
bed by 9.30pm - that was 
my life. 

“I had afternoon sleeps 
every day from 3pm-6pm 
for 10 years; I just couldn’t 
make it through the day 
without one. I was 


sleeping for about nine 
hours at night so I was 
awake for 12 hours a day - 
when I say awake I wasn’t 
that awake, it was lying on 
the couch in a sort of 
twilight zone.” 

Forced to give up her 
degree in biology because 
of her ME, Mel, as the 
condition progressed, 
began to feel more and 
more isolated and turned 
to counselling to come to 
terms with the illness. 

“Although I had a 
fantastic support 
network, sometimes 
other people, with the 
best will in the world, 
would say: ‘Do you think 
that maybe if you just got 
out there, went back to 
uni, got a job, things 
might be all right?’ I used 
to absolutely bawl my 
eyes out because I was 
just so upset,” admits Mel. 

“The counselling really 
helped a lot. It helped me 
to learn to accept a little 
life of sitting on the beach 
and, in the later years of 
my illness, I wasn’t so 
angry and upset about it; I 
was much more 
accepting and didn’t think 
about it being my life 
sentence any more.” 

A bubbly, confident 
teenager before her ME, 
the illness, for which 
currently there is no 
“cure”, caused Mel to 
become withdrawn and 
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she was prescribed anti¬ 
depressants. “I only took 
them for a few months 
because I didn’t like the 
side effects, and ultimately 
I’ve never been a 
depressed person,” she 
says. “I’ve only ever been a 
happy person who 
became very unhappy 
because of circumstances. 
I was only sad because I 
couldn’t be out living life, 
it wasn’t because life 
sucked.” 

From time to time, Mel 
would try to see her old 
friends and put a brave 
face on her illness, but 
admits that it didn’t always 
help. “I would ask people 
what they have been up to 
and they would just say: 
‘Oh nothing much, just 
work’ and it would make 
me so angry that people 
had their health and they 
weren’t using it. I wanted 
to be doing everything: 
going on trips, going to 
parties, doing my part- 
time job and the degree 
that I had loved, but I 
couldn’t and it felt really 
unfair.” 

Having spent more than 
a decade trying various 
conventional treatments, 
including numerous 
painkillers as well as 
alternative therapies, Mel 
had begun to accept she 
might never get better. 

“Everybody that I met 
seemed to know someone 
that had ME, it’s 
remarkably common,” 
says Mel. “I’d always ask: 
‘Did they get well?’ and the 
answer was always no.” 

But two years ago Mel 
was introduced to a 
training programme 
called the Lightning 
Process, which has 
completely transformed 
her life. 

Created by Phil Parker, a 
therapist in personal 
development, the three- 
day programme is 
designed to ease chronic 
health issues, such as ME, 
by retraining the brain to 
change negative thought 
and behaviour patterns. 
An holistic programme, it 


aims to show people the 
power of the interaction 
between mind and body 
and how unconscious 
thought and behaviour 
patterns can be altered 
and changed to create 
very different outcomes. 

“I had a friend in New 
Zealand who had ME at 
the same time as me,” 
explains Mel. “A friend of 
hers had read an article 
about the Lightning 
Process and told her about 
it and my friend came all 
the way over to England 
for one week to do the 
course. 

“When she got home 
she called me up and told 
me she had all her health 
back and felt completely 
better. I got straight on die 
internet, read all about it, 
found a practitioner and I 
was over here in a month.” 

Mel’s family, who are 
originally from England, 
were coming over to 
attend her cousin’s 
wedding so were able to 
include the programme in 
the trip. She completed 
the programme in 
London, which at the time 
was only available in the 
UK and a couple of other 
countries, in June 2008. 
The process is now 
practised in 13 countries. 

“Day one of the course 
was a six-hour day and at 
the end of the day I went 
back to where we were 
staying in London and 
instead of having my usual 
afternoon sleep, I went out 
to dinner with my family 
and then to see Phantom 
of the Opera,” remembers 
Mel. 

“I could never have 
imagined being able to do 
all that, so even after day 
one I was starting to 
improve. 

“The week after the 
course finished was the 
best week of my life. I felt 
so good, I think when 
you’re sick for so long you 
forget what it’s like to be 
healthy.” 

Desperate to make up 
for lost time, and with her 
health fully restored, Mel 


decided to remain based 
in the UK and just a week 
after completing the 
course began a trip 
travelling across Europe. 

“I went to 13 countries, 
all the way from Albania to 
Morocco,” beams Mel. “I 
went camel trekking, 
hiking; I slept under the 
stars and went sailing 
around the Greek Islands. 

I couldn’t believe how well 
I felt, my friends and 
family were delighted.” 

So, inspired by her 
experience, Mel decided 
to train to become a 
Lightning Process 
practitioner herself, and 
now teaches the course 
part time, as well as 
having a full-time job. 

“The whole time I was ill I 
always said that whatever 
got me better I would 
become involved in,” she 
says. 

The Lightning Process is 
not without its critics. 
Some experts have stated 
that, by focusing on 
behavioural therapy, it 
effectively treats ME as a 
psychological, rather than 
a physical illness. Others 
have questioned the cost 
of the course, while both 
ME Research UK and the 
UK Association of Young 
People with ME have 
cautioned against 
“unproven” treatments 
where there is no clinical 
or research data available. 

“The process may not 
work for everyone,” 
admits Mel. “You have to 
use the process - you don’t 
get well just by turning up 
to the course. But it’s not 
hard to use and you don’t 
have to use it for the rest of 
your life. 

“If I hadn’t tried the 
process I would probably 
still be lying on the couch. 
I’m so grateful to my 
friend for telling me about 
the programme. I spent 10 
years worrying about how 
I was ever going to get my 
life back, and now I have 
it.”

“AH, I’M just addicted to 
touring,” enthuses Diana 
Vickers, in her broad 
Lancashire accent. 

“I’m so excited. Literally, the tour 
and stuff is the best thing for me. 

When I think about it I get butterflies,” 
she says huskily, bubbling with such 
excitement, it’s addictive. “When I’ve 
got my band behind me and I’m 
singing all my own songs, and the live 
audience is really up for it, I get such 
an adrenaline rush, I just love it!” 

Diana hits the road on her latest tour 
this month and she’ll be playing The 
Junction in Cambridge on Monday. 
While she’s never visited the city, she’s 
still full of youthful exuberance at the 
prospect of seeing a new place. 

“I’m really looking forward to it 
because a lot of my friends go to 
university in Cambridge, so it will be 
really good to see. I’ve heard good 
things,” she beams. 

The candyfloss blonde with the 
spine-tingling voice, captured the 
imagination of the country with her 
bare-foot performances and distinct 
Dido-esque vocals on 2008’sX Factor. 

But if the past year and a half is 
anything to go by, her doubters should 
be silenced. After coming fourth on 
the reality TV show, (behind Alexandra 
Burke, JLS and Eoghan Quigg, who 
famously blubbed when Diana was 
voted off), she has been signed to 
record label RCA, become the toast of

Little Voice and has recorded a corker 
of a debut album, collaborating with 
the likes of Cathy Dennis, Nerina Pallot 
and girl-of-the-moment Ellie Goulding. 

“It all seems to have happened so 
fast I can’t believe it sometimes,” she 
beams. “I definitely feel it was a 
blessing for me that I didn’t win X 
Factor because time is what I needed. 

If I had won I wouldn’t have had the 
freedom and the creativity I’ve had to 
write my album, and I wouldn’t have 
been able to do Little Voice.” 

Diana’s debut album, Songs From 
The Tainted Cherry Tree, was released 
on Monday, and she’s a brittle mixture 
of excitement and nerves about its 
release. 

“I’ve got faith in my album so I hope 
it’ll do well. I’ve put so much hard 
work into it and really tried my best, 
and as my momma says the best is all 
you can do,” she adds. 

The album has been some time in 
the making, and Diana has been 
afforded much freedom to write her 
own lyrics, (even playing her trumpet 
on one track My Hip) plus work with a 
succession of top-flight collaborators. 

It’s not all cutesy balladeering either, 
with plenty of megawatt pop action, 
anthemic tracks and a touch of 
delicate folk whimsy. 

“I’ve had fun working with all the 


different producers and my sound has 
ended up being a mixture of 80s 
electro poppy synthy base. The stuff 
with Ellie Goulding has been quite up 
tempo, then Nerina Pallot was quite 
ballady and Light Speed Champion 
was quite folky, it’s definitely eclectic.” 

Growing up, 18-year-old Diana was 
painfully shy but would put little shows 
on for her mum. And one day, a 
particularly fearsome teacher singled a 
red-faced Diana out and made her sing 
in front of her peers. 

“I was only 10 years old when this 
really quite scary teacher made me 
stand up in front of everyone, and I 
thought I was going to get told off. She 
just shouted ‘Diana Vickers, sing!’ and 
I sung, quaking in my boots. From 
then on I was the one doing the solos 
in choir,” she says. 

As she got older Diana became 
increasingly passionate about singing, 
but wasn’t sure how to fulfil her 
dream. 

“I loved school but I didn’t want to 
be doing all the exams. I began to feel 
a bit lost and I was always in the 
career advisors room, saying ‘I want to 
be a singer, but I don’t know how to 
get there’. Then one day my mate 
dragged me to the X Factor auditions 
in Manchester. I stood for 10 hours in 
the pouring rain and the next thing I 


knew I was singing in front of millions 
of people,” she says, almost still in 
disbelief. “I am definitely thankful to 
that friend. I should probably give them 
a chunk of my income!” she chuckles. 

Though she didn’t win, X Factor 
proved to be the platform Diana 
needed and within a month of finishing 
the show, she was signed up by RCA 
Records, and began working on her 
first album. Just as Diana was ready to 
launch her career as a solo pop star, 
she got a phone call from one of the 
West End’s most noted producers, 
asking if she would try out for lead in 
the revival of Little Voice. Diana admits 
she was dumb-founded by the offer to 
become a leading lady. 

“At first I was a bit taken aback, but 
then I read the script, met the 
producers and the author Jim 
Cartwright and found out who was 
going to be in it, and I just got more 
and more involved,” she enthuses. “By 
the end of it, I just couldn’t say no. It 
was a once in a lifetime opportunity 
and the perfect role for me.” 

Playing the role of LV, the shy young 
girl who sings like a dream, Diana 
received rave reviews, impressing 
even the harshest of critics.

Join Alice 
for a 3D 
adenvture 

IF, LIKE me, you have never seen 
a 3D film and wonder whether 
all the hype is justified, read on. 

I had the rare privilege of a 
whole cinema screening to 
myself for the first showing of 
Alice in Wonderland 3D at 
Haverhill Cineworld, and my 
reaction is simply ‘wow’. I feel 
as if I have really visited 
Wonderland, or Underland as it 
appears in Tim Burton’s cleverly 
reworked and updated version. 

The technology even 
manages to upstage the hugely 
talented Johnny Depp, who 
masterfully makes the role of the 
Mad Hatter his own. My first 
taste of 3D was in the huge 
green form of Shrek, leaping off 
the screen at me in a trailer for 
his next outing. The impact of 
seeing such familiar and 
colourful characters in such 
sharp detail and depth is hard 
not to overstate. I imagine small 
children will want to go over and 
give him a hug. 

Some much less huggable 
characters appear in Alice, 
which is a much darker version 
than the original, which I always 
found a bit silly. It somehow 
makes greater sense of the story 
through both greater visual 
depth and also depth of 
characters. 

Do not be surprised to find 
yourself ducking to avoid the 
teacups being thrown around or 
expecting to be singed by the 
cinders blowing towards you. 

You don’t need to take my word 
for it, get your specs on and 
prepare to be dazzled.

The big film 



IRON MAN2(12A, 124 mins) 
Action. Robert Downey Jr, 
Gwyneth Paltrow, Don Cheadle, 
Sam Rockwell, Mickey Rourke, 
Scarlett Johansson, Samuel L 
Jackson, Garry Shandling. 

DIRECTOR Jon Favreau’s first 
encounter with the Marvel Comics 
superhero was one of the most 
exhilarating diversions of the 2008 
summer blockbuster season. 

The film’s dazzling special effects, 
playful performances and sizzling 
screen chemistry between Robert 
Downey Jr and Gwyneth Paltrow 
jet-propelled the film to gargantuan 
box office takings in excess of half 
a billion dollars. 

Money talks loudly in Hollywood 
and so inevitably, Favreau and most 
of his cast return for the sequel. 

The weight of expectation on Iron 
Man 2 would even test the strength 
of the eponymous hero’s red and 
gold armour and regrettably, the 
turbo-charged sequel misfires. 
Screenwriter Justin Theroux 
struggles to integrate the new 
characters and to strike the same 
rumbustious tone as the first film. 
However, he does incorporate 
several scenes of Nick Fury 
(Jackson) which lay the 
groundwork for the forthcoming 


film of The Avengers featuring Iron 
Man, Captain America and The 
Incredible Hulk. 

Billionaire industrialist Tony Stark 
(Downey Jr) announces to the 
world that he is Iron Man and 
buoys his over-inflated ego with 
the adulation of the masses. 

He single-handedly maintains 
world peace to the chagrin of the 
US government and private 
investors, who are keen to acquire 
his technology for their own 
needs. 

Stark refuses to share his 
invention, causing a furore at a 
Senate Armed Services Committee 
run by Senator Stern (Shandling). 
Soon after, Russian physicist Ivan 
Vanko (Rourke), whose father 


helped to pioneer the Iron Man 
technology, creates a crude replica 
of the electromagnetic device in 
the industrialist’s chest and 
transforms himself into the 
villainous Whiplash. 

His attack on Stark during a grand 
prix compels the military to take 
action, seizing one of the suits. 
Stark races to avert disaster aided 
by good friend ’Rhodey’ (Cheadle), 
new secretary Natalie Rushman 
(Johansson) and chauffeur Happy 
Hogan (Favreau). 

Meanwhile, rival arms industrialist 
Justin Hammer (Rockwell) 
concocts a plan to destroy Stark 
Industries, which is now under the 
control of new ceo, Virginia 
’Pepper’ Potts (Paltrow).

Wildflowers: it’s the buzz 
word to protect our bees 


A t last the sunshine is 
bringing everything 
on - climbers need 
tying in, shrubs are 
sprouting new growth and 
seedlings are appearing. 

But one of the most heartening 
aspects of spring is to hear the 
welcoming sound of bees doing 
their important work in the 
garden. 

Perhaps we should all take a 
leaf out of Sarah Brown’s book. 
Gordon Brown’s wife has 
installed two bamboo bee boxes 
and a bumble bee house in the 
Downing Street garden to give 
these beneficial insects 
somewhere safe to hibernate, 
while the gardeners at Number 
10 have planted bee-friendly 
borders. 

Bee populations in the UK are 
declining, largely due to the loss 
of wildflower habitats in which 
they thrive. Many argue that the 
extensive use of pesticides on 
farmland, which kills off the 
wildflowers, is a big contributor. 

Bumblebees are major 
pollinators of most of our 
wildflowers and crops. If they 
continue to disappear the plants 
will set less seed, resulting in 
sweeping changes to the

countryside, according to the 
Bumblebee Conservation Trust. 

So we need to do our bit in our 
own gardens and it is relatively 
easy to create a bee-friendly 
border. Bees need flowers from 
spring to autumn, but they have 
to be the right types of flowers. 

Exotic, highly cultivated hybrid 
varieties are often lacking in 
pollen, while many popular 
summer bedding choices, 
including pelargoniums, busy 
lizzies and begonias, are also of 
little benefit to the bumblebee. 

Try growing cottage garden 
plants or wildflowers rich in 
nectar, such as foxgloves, 
hollyhocks, lupins, lavender and 
catmint, verbascum, snapdragon 
and sedum, to attract these 
creatures. 

Other great magnets for bees 
include thyme, heather, purple 


sage, sunflowers, honeysuckle, 
Verbena bonariensis, cranesbill 
geraniums and borage. Daisy¬ 
like blooms with big open 
flowers are often rich in nectar, 
so you can’t go wrong with 
michaelmas daisies, rudbeckias 
and asters. 

Wildflower choices might 
include poppies, mallow, 
ranunculus ficaria, salvia 
pratensis, knautia arvensis and 
Lamium purpureum, while bulbs 
such as alliums, crocus, 
snowdrop, grape hyacinth and 
Chionodoxa luciliae will all 
attract bees. 

Plant sweetpeas alongside 
climbing beans to encourage a 
better crop. The bees will be 
attracted to the sweetpea flowers 
and are then more likely to 
pollinate the beans as well. 

Bumblebee species differ in 
the length of their tongues, and 
as a result prefer different 
flowers, so it’s important to grow 
a range of different things. 

Avoid elaborate double 
flowered varieties as some are 
bred without male and female 
parts, while others have so many 
petals bees can’t reach the nectar 
and pollen to collect it. This is 
the main reason why single 
dahlias are popular with many 
bees, while doubles are 


frequently ignored. 

Plants growing in sunny, 
sheltered spots are more likely to 
be visited by bees than those 
growing in shaded or windswept 
places. Low-growing plants such 
as herbaceous perennials are 
more attractive to bees if grown 
in large patches, rather than 
being scattered among other 
plants. 

Design your garden so it offers 
a continuous succession of 
flowers providing nectar and 
pollen throughout the year, 
including some nectar-rich 
plants which flower early or late, 
such as winter aconites, which 
are a vital early source of nectar 
for bees emerging from 
hibernation. 

If you want a change from a 
high-maintenance lawn, turn a 
section of it into a wildflower 
meadow, planting spring¬ 
flowering bulbs such as the 
snake’s head fritillary and 
wildflowers such as the cowslip, 
ragged robin and wood 
anemone. 

You can still create an informal 
path through the area with your 
mower. 

If you grow the right plants, 
even in the smallest space, your 
garden should soon be buzzing 
with activity.

‘Glamping’ adds class for staycationers 


BRITAIN’S vast army of caravan 
and motorhome owners is 
growing - and getting younger. 

All the indications are that 2010 
is set to be the best, and busiest, 
year yet for roam-with-a-home 
travellers, and there’s growing 
evidence that the younger 
generations are increasingly 
moving away from holidaying 
abroad in favour of the 
staycation. 

And this boom in glamping - 
glamorous camping - is 
attracting droves of people in 
their 20s, according to specialist 
insurer Safeguard, which has 
witnessed a 62 per cent increase 
in the number of quotes for 
caravan and motorhome cover 
being sought by 20 to 30 year 
olds over the past year. 

Rita Sadler, Safeguard manager, 
says: “The younger generations 
are feeling the pinch from the 
economic downturn, and as a 
result they’re choosing to 
staycation.” 

Sadler adds that the return of 
the great British holiday has seen 
caravan sales increase, with 
some showrooms reporting a 15 
per cent rise in business. She 
believes that young couples, and 
families, are helping to fuel this. 


“Taking up glamping means 
they can get really good value for 
money.” 

The Caravan Club’s director of 
marketing, Nick Lomas, says 
further proof of towing and 
touring’s popularity comes from 
his organisation’s Discover 
Touring campaign, aimed at 
highlighting the benefits and 
freedom of such holidays. 

Since its launch last year, more 
than 70,000 people have clicked 
onto the new-to-caravanning 
section of the club’s recently- 
revamped website at 
www. caravanclub. co. uk. 

The club’s membership is now 
in its 14th successive year of 
growth, and website hits, 
renewals, bookings, and tran¬ 
sactions are at record levels. 

There are now more than half a 
million caravans and motorhomes 
in regular use in the UK, 
according to the National Caravan 
Council, and The Caravan Club 
says site bookings throughout the 
country this year are looking 
exceptionally buoyant. 

Car drivers might bemoan the 
fact that the annual great caravan 
crawl is now well under way on 
Britain’s B-roads, but anyone 
stuck behind a tourer should 


consider the vast amount of cash 
being generated by the two 
million Britons who go glamping. 

The Caravan Club’s members 
alone spent more than £400 
million in the rural tourism 
economy in 2009 - and that’s 
without taking pitch fees into 
account. 

Club sites in the UK will also 
get £12.7 million spent on them 
in 2010, and there are also plans 
to acquire more sites to meet 
demand. 

And the newer, younger breed 
of glamper will help lower the 
average age of caravan and 
motorhome owners, says Safe¬ 
guard - its research shows the 
average age currently stands at 
53. 

Sadler says: “Holidaymakers 
are now far more budget¬ 
conscious following the 
downturn. It isn’t hard to 
understand why more and more 
younger drivers want to avoid 
costly package holidays, long 
queues at the airport, and 
cancelled flights.”

driver Mark Blundell, a youthful 
44-year-old, gives his endorse-
